Instead 
of grasping tbe question with a. oom- 
preherisive spfritj and tteating this

One day the 
Eitualists are condemned, while on 
the next day countenance is given to 
one of their most objectionable fan>i 
oies : and the I^mes says that a more 
extraordinary disoassion for tho Bench 
of Jjiahops oouM hardiy havo huon 
imagined.

All wo 
can do now is to hope, contrary almost 
io our t:.ri vioVions, VV-,at H 'H\U do fto 
without much bloodshed, but wo shall 
bo astonished it wo havo not soon to 
record riots in many parts of England 
far moro doplora'ulo in their results 
than tho one sui,'gCHting this article.

Wo never know where this vent 
will openi At tho last eruption in 1859 it 
opened in tho northern flank, and flowed 60 
milea through a desolate region before reach- 
ing tho soa. This time it was opened on tbe 
weatetn flank, only 13 miles from the sea, 
which it reached in throe boors. It bas 
taken a part of the island whore no flow hnj 
occurred for ages past, destroying grassy 
plains, bonsea and cattlo The vent is so low 
down that Ihe flow ia rapid, and immense 
amounts will bo thrown out, as yoa may 
judge, for already Kalai point is extended 
out a mile into tba aea. The flow uuually 
continnea some montbs, bat even if it should 
atop soon iba region ia worthy of a visit, and 
full of voloanip phenomena for montbs.

Smoke and 
olonda shut in Ihe mountain, and thus closed 
the first stoge of tho eruption, Tbe lava, aa 
we shall see, had gone below tho aurlace. 

SECOND OUTBBBAK. 

On Thursday, April 2d, about four o'clock 
p m, a most terriOo oarlbqtiake anuouncsd a 
crisis in the subterranean progreas of Madam 
Pelo. Iq tho district lo tha south tbe earth 
rocked as a ship in a storm. Men ware 
thrown to tho ground ; and, con in a sitting 
poHturo, had to hraco thannclvos firmly with 
hands and knees ; trees were laabed to and 
fro as .if in a lompeat. Mr F d Lyman, owner 
of a large cattle ranch aboat twenty miles 
south ol Kilauea, saw burst from a aidebill u 
sudden outgush of eailb, water and mud, 
rushing forward some three miles in aa m&ay 
minutcB, aud overwhelming trees, men and 
animals in its tcriiiiu course. At tho anmo 
time, looking toward tbeaoaooost, a few miles 
distant, be could sea the wbola sboro lashed 
by nn immenie wave, which awopt every- 
thing before it, rising, aa waa actually altor- 
ward ascertained, over fifty feet above ordis 
nary soa level. A huge point of land or lava 
rock was disliriotly seen lu riso from the 
water and again disappenr, HoasGs, alone 
und iu clutfcors, wera aVi oarhad away. The 
Inag ol life ia not as yet definitely known. 
The earth eruption buried aome thirty people.
